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*  Prof.  A.  L.  Smith  having  been  absent  on  account  of  sickness  during  the  session  of 
1895-96,  his  work  has  devolved  upon  other  members  of  the  Faculty,  the  training  work 
being  done  by  Prof.  B.  C.  Caldwell. 
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To  His  Excellency,  Murphy  J.  Foster,  Governor  of  Louisiana  and  ex- 
Officio  Prcsident%of  the  Board  of  Administrators  of  the  Louisiana 
State  Normal  School: 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  present  this  the  sixth  biennial  re- 
port of  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  School,  which  is  respect- 
fully submitted  for  the  consideration  of  your  Excellency  and  of 
the  Honorable  Senators  and  Representatives  of  the  General 
Assambly  : 

ATTENDANCE. 

During  the  past  two  years,  there  has  been  the  same  steady  in- 
crease in  the  attendance  of  students  in  the  Normal  Department 
that  marked  the  growth  of  previous  years.  The  increase  for  the 
present  session  would  have  been  greater  but  for  the  prevalence 
of  measles  in  the  school  during  the  months  of  January  and 
February.  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  make  this  fact  known  to  ap- 
plicants for  admission,  and  the  result  was  that  much  less  than 
the  usual  number  entered  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term 
on  February  3d. 
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The  attendance  in  the  Primary  Practice  School  shows  ;t 
considerable  falling  off  from  former  sessions.  This  is  due  in  a 
measure  to  the  extension  and  improvement  of  the  public  school 
system  of  the  town,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  measles  has  pre- 
vailed during  the  whole  session  in  Natchitoches.  The  former 
cause  will  continue  to  operate  with  increasing  force,  the  Gram- 
mar School  of  Natchitoches  being  more  convenient  to  most  of 
the  children  of  the  town  ;  but  I  think  the  Normal  can  rely  upon 
having  enough  pupils  in  the  primary  grades  to  serve  the  purpose 
of  a  model  graded  school  for  the  practice  of  the  Normal 
students. 

The  Model  Ungraded  School  established  two  years  ago  to 
give  the  Normal  students  more  diversified  practice  in  teaching 
than  could  be  had  in  the  primary  grades,  has  been  a  success. 
The  attendance  in  this  department  has  been  about  the  same  for 
the  two  sessions. 

Of  the  256  students  of  the  Normal  Department  for  the 
session  of  1895-96,  177  are  ladies  ;  69  gentlemen  ;  250  have  fol- 
lowed the  regular  Normal  Course  ;  5  have  taken  Special  Courses  ; 
and  one  has  taken  a  Post  Graduate  Course. 

The  Normal  was  suspended  from  March  11,  1896,  to  April 
13,  1896,  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  small-pox  in  Natchi- 
toches. It  was  feared  that  the  sudden  and  summary  disbanding 
of  the  school,  following  so  close  upon  the  measles  epidemic, 
would  make  the  second  term  of  the  session  of  1895-96  a  dismal 
failure  ;  but  I  am  glad  to  say  that  nearly  four-fifths  of  the  Nor- 
mal students  have  returned.  The  number  present  in  the  Model 
Ungraded  School  and  the  Primary  Grades  is  larger  than  before 
the  suspension,  and  the  spirit  of  the  institution  was  never  more 
cheerful  and  enthusiastic. 

The  Normal  students  represent  forty-three  parishes.  The 
following  table  gives  the  attendance  since  the  foundation  of  the 
school :

FINANCES. 

For  a  full  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  you  are 
respectfully  referred  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the 
Treasurer. 

An  appropriation  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  for 
building  purposes  was  made  by  the  General  Assembly  in  July, 
1894.  It  was  resolved  to  make  an  effort  to  construct  a  building 
that  would  serve  all  the  purposes  of  the  Normal  School  for 
many  years,  and  to  convert  the  upper  stories  of  the  old  Convent 
building  into  dormitories  for  girls.  As  the  appropriation  was 
not  sufficient  for  a  brick  building  of  the  size  desired,  and  as  the 
nature  of  the  soil  is  such  that  a  suitable  foundation  for  a  brick 
building  cannot  be  secured  without  great  expense,  it  was  de- 
termined to  make  the  building  of  wood  throughout.  The  plans 
and  specifications  of  Messrs.  Favrot  and  Livaudais,  Architects, 
of  New  Orleans,  were  accepted,  and  bids  were  invited  from 
contractors  throughout  the  United  States.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Administrators  met  on  February  23,  1895, 
and  opened  the  bids  of  ten  contractors,  accepting  that  of  tha 
lowest  bidder,  Mr.  C.  D.  Stewart,  of  Opelousas,  La.  The 
original  plans  were  for  a  two-story  building  to  be  heated  by 
stoves.  As  the  bids  were  lower  than  had  been  expected,  the 
Committee  determined  to  add  another  story,  and  to  put  in  a  steam- 
heating  plant,  relying  upon   the  next   General  Assembly  to  pay 
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for  the  hitter  by  Special  appropriation,  should  that  and  the  other 
changes  and  additions  make  the  total  cost  exceed  the  appro- 
priation. Some  other  mode  of  heating  than  by  stoves  or  open 
tire-places  was  thought  necessary  for  the  security  of  property  and 
life,  and  it  was  thought  that  the  saving  in  fuel  and  labor  would 
soon  pay  for  the  plant.  After  severe  competition,  the  contract 
for  putting  in  a  steam-heating  plant  was  awarded  to  J.  T.  Foley 
&  Co.,  of  Evansville,  Indiana,  for  $2,492. 

It  was  further  resolved  to  leave  the  inside  of  the  build- 
ing (except  the  offices  and  assembly  hall)  unpainted  for  the 
present.  The  President  was  furthermore  authorized  to  use 
for  furnishing  and  equipping  the  new  building  such  part  of 
the  general  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Normal 
as  could  be  spared  by  exercising  the  severest  economy  in 
the  current  expenses  of  the  school.  In  this  way,  we  have 
succeeded  in  erecting,  at  a  cost  of  about  $18,000,  a  building 
which,  in  class-room  space,  in  conveniences,  and  in  fitness 
for  its  purpose,  will  compare  favorably  with  many  city 
school  buildings  that  cost  from  $30,000  to  $50,000.  But  by  rigid 
economy  the  current  expenses  have  been  so  reduced  that  we 
shall  not  have  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  to  pay  for  the  heating 
plant.  The  outstanding  and  unadjusted  balances  due  on  the 
new  building,  the  heating  plant,  the  plumbing  and  laboratory 
fixtures,  amount  to  about  $1,440.66,  of  which  all  but  about  $800 
can  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  now  on  hand.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
General  Assembly  will  add  that  amount  to  the  appropriations 
for  the  next  two  years,  in  lieu  of  the  annual  appropriation  for 
insurance,  which  is  now  unnecessary  as  the  buildings  have  been 
insured  for  $34,000  for  three  years. 

BUILDINGS    AND    GROUNDS. 

The  new  building  was  designed  to  furnish  the  greatest 
space  and  the  best  arrangement  of  rooms  at  least  expense,  and 
the  architects  are  to  be  congratulated  for  having  accomplished 
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these  objects  without  sacrificing  architectural  beauty.  The 
building  is  very  pretty  and  attractive,  and  is  admirably  adapted 
to  its  purpose.  It  is  located  on  the  bluff  facing  the  town,  and 
is  connected  with  the  old  building  by  a  covered  walk.  It  con- 
tains ten  class-rooms,  laboratory,  library,  reading  room,  reception 
room,  two  offices,  separate  cloak  rooms  for  ladies  and  gentle- 
men, and  an  assembly  hall  capable  of  seating  about  1,000 
persons.  It  has  ample  window  space,  and  the  Venetian  blinds 
afford  the  best  means  of  regulating  the  inflow  of  light.  Eight 
class-rooms  are  furnished  with  real  slate  black-boards,  and  the 
building  is  fairly  supplied  with  school  desks  of  the  best  modern 
pattern.  The  large  auditorium  is  finished  in  hard  oil,  and  is  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  assembly  halls  in  the  South  ;  while  in  one 
of  the  offices,  the  contractor  has  displayed  marvelous  skill  in 
showing  what  beautiful  effects  can  be  produced  in  Louisiana  pine. 

The  other  buildings  give  ample  room  for  the  primary 
grades  and  for  the  boarding  department  at  the  present  time. 
The  cottage  needs  an  addition  of  one  or  more  rooms.  Two  of 
the  old  buildings,  now  covered  with  shingles,  should  be  roofed 
with  slate  or  metal  for  better  security  from  fire.  And  the  old 
brick  Convent  building  is  in  such  condition  that  it  is  doubtful 
whether  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  repair  it,  or  whether  it 
should  be  demolished  and  replaced  by  a  building  to  be  used  only 
for  ladies'  dormitories.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  Committee  sent  by  the  General  Assembly  to  visit  the  school 
be  instructed  to  bring  an  expert  to  investigate  this  matter  and 
report  upon  it. 

The  grounds  are  naturally  very  beautiful,  and  little  effort 
has  been  made  to  enhance  their  beauty.  To  keep  them  in  order 
will  require  an  expenditure  of  not  less  than  $200  a  year.  More 
than  this  is  not  desirable  at  this  time  ;  but  the  one  hundred  acres 
belonging  to  the  Normal  School  are  capable  of  being  made  a 
park  of  surpassing  loveliness.  The  unexcelled  opportunities  for 
outdoor    recreation    and   the     location    of    the  school  on   a  hill 
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above  the  malaria  of  the  lowlands,  account  for  the  marvelous 
health  record  of  the  State  Normal  School.  In  the  rear  of  the 
present  Normal  enclosure  are  about  seventy  acres  of  pine  woods 
belonging  to  the  school.  These  lands  should  be  fenced  to 
prevent   the  depredations  that  are  constantly  occurring. 

APPROPRIATIONS     NEEDED. 

That  the  Normal  may  continue  to  grow  and  extend  its  use- 
fulness, there  will  be  needed  annually  for  the  next  two  years  the 
sum  of  twenty  thousand  one  hundred  dollars  ($20,100,)  dis- 
tributed as  follows  :

To  offset  this,  we  may  rely  upon  receiving  about  $1,500 
from  the  Incidental  Fees  and  the  Tuition  Fees  of  the  Model  Un- 
graded School  and  of  special  students,  and  perhaps  upon  a 
like  sum  from  the  Peabody  Fund.  But  the  latter  source  of 
revenue  is  necessarily  uncertain  owing  to  the  increasing  de- 
mands made  upon  that  fund  by  the  growing  public  school 
systems  of  other  Southern  States.  I  would,  therefore,  earnestly 
recommend  that  not  less  than  $18,500  be  appropriated  annually 
by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  support  of  the  State  Normal 
School.     The  above    estimates  have  been  made  with  great  care,

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and  I  am  confident  that  a  comparison  of  them  with  similar 
expenditures  of  other  institutions,  having  the  attendance  and 
accomplishing  the  results  of  the  State  Normal  School,  will  show 
them  to  be  far  from  extravagant.

Some  of  these  wants  are  referred  to   at   greater  length  else- 
where in  this  report.     Some  are  indispensable,  others  are  neces- 
sary if  this  institution  is  to  offer   the   facilities  and  conveniences 
afforded  by  the  State  Normal  Schools  of  other  States. 

TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES. 

Full  reports  of  the  institute  work  done  under  my  direction 
during  the  summer  of  1894,  were  forwarded  to  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Education,  and  will  appear  in  his  biennial 
report.  The  General  Assembly  of  1894  passed  an  act  having 
for  its  purpose  to  systematize  this  most  important  work.  In  ac-, 
cordance  with  that  act,  Prof.  B.  C.  Caldwell,  who  had  been  en- 
gaged in  summer    institutes    in    Louisiana    for   some  five  yea 
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was  appointed  State  Institute  Conductor,  and  entered  upon  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  as  such  in  August,  1894.  Complete  re- 
ports of  his  work  and  the  moneys  received  and  expended  by 
him  will  also  be  found  in  the  report  of  Hon.  A.  D.  Lafargue, 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Education.  Institutes  of  one 
week  have  been  held  at  various  points  in  the  State  during  the 
session  of  the  Normal,  and  arrangements  are  now  being  made 
to  hold  four  or  five  summer  schools  of  four  weeks  during  the 
vacation.  This  work  has  been  placed  by  Mr.  Caldwell  from  the 
outset  on  the  highest  plane  of  excellence.  The  course  of  in- 
struction, which  is  intended  to  cover  a  period  of  four  years,  will 
embrace  methods  of  teaching  all  branches  taught  in  the  public 
schools,  from  the  kindergarten  to  the  college  ;  and  every  prob- 
lem that  confronts  the  teacher  will  be  brought  up  for  discussion. 
Carefully  prepared  outlines  of  all  lessons  given  in  the  course, 
are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Institute  instructors  and  the 
teacher-students. 

As  the  next  step  in  the  gradual  approach  to  a  complete  and 
perfect  system  of  Teachers'  Institutes  for  the  State,  I  would 
earnestly  recommend  the  following  changes  in  the  law  : 

1.  That  every  Parish  Superintendent  be  not  only  em- 
powered but  required  to  hold  an  Institute  of  one  week  every 
year  for  the  teachers  of  his  parish,  according  to  a  programme 
made  out  by  the  State  Institute  Conductor  and  approved  by  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Education.  The  revenues  de- 
rived'from  the  examination  fees  of  teachers,  which  the  present 
law  directs  to  be  set  aside  for  institute  purposes,  with  such  as- 
sistance as  might  be  given  at  first  from  State  appropriations, 
would  be  ample  for  the  expenses  of  these  Institutes  ;  thus  leav- 
ing the  appropriation  from  the  Peabody  fund,  and  eventually 
the  State  appropriation,  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  Summer 
Schools. 

2.  That  every  teacher  who  attends  the  full  four  years 
course  of  the  Summejr  Schools  and  passes  satisfactory   examina- 
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inations  held  by  the  Summer  School  faculties,  shall  be  given  a 
State  Teacher's  certificate,  valid  in  any  part  of  the  State  for 
three  years  from  its  date.  Attendance  upon  these  Summer 
Schools  often  involves  great  inconvenience  and  no  little  ex- 
pense ;  and  it  is  no  more  than  right  that  teachers  who  undergo 
this  inconvenience  and  expense  for  the  sake  of  improving  them- 
selves, should  receive  some  substantial  reward  from  the  State, 
which  is  to  reap  the  benefit  of  their  increased  efficiency  in  the 
school  room.  And  there  is  no  better  way  to  hasten  the  coming 
of  the  time  when  every  school  in  Louisiana  shall  be  in  charge  of 
a  teacher  who  views  his  calling  as  a  profession  worthy  of  the 
deepest  study  by  the  brightest  intellect,  and  not  as  a  mere  trade 
to  be  followed  successfully  by  any  one  who  has  the  strength  to 
hold  a  book  in  one  hand  and  a  cane  in  the  other. 

GENERAL. 

The  State  Normal  School  has  made  progress  along  all  lines 
during  the  two  years  just  past.  Its  course  of  study  has  been  en- 
riched and  its  teaching  made  more  thorough  and  systematic. 
Its  faculty  has  displayed  an  energy  and  devotion  to  duty  worthy 
of  all  praise  ;  and  the  discipline  in  the  school  has  been  as  near 
perfect  as  anything  human  can  be.  For  this,  let  the  credit  be 
given  where  it  is  due — to  the  students  themselves.  They  are 
a  band  of  earnest  workers  consecrated  to  the  service  of  the 
State,  and  it  is  not  often  that  one  of  them  loses  sight  of  the 
serious  purpose  of  his  presence  at  the  Normal.  No  appeal  to 
their  loyalty,  their  patriotism,  or  their  honor,  has  ever  fallen 
upon  listless  or  inattentive  ears.  With  such  a  corps  of  students 
— Louisiana  ladies  and  Louisiana  gentlemen — problems  of 
government  and  discipline  become  easy  of  solution. 

The  State  Normal  School  has  passed  beyond  the  experi- 
mental stage  into  the  clear  and  certain  path  of  a  full  grown  in- 
stitution, sure  of  its  mission  and  conscious  of  its  strength  ;  yet 
it  is  young  enough  not  to  have  lost  the  restless  energy  that 
makes  progress  its  watchword  and  the  buoyant  hopefulness  that 
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looks    forward,    not    backward,    for    its  grandest    achievements. 

During  the  eleven  years  of  its  existence,  the  Normal  has 
graduated  107  students,  most  of  whom  are  now  engaged  in 
teaching.  By  them  let  the  school  be  judged.  Owing  to  a 
change  in  the  course  of  study,  only  one  class  will  be  graduated 
this  year.  It  contains  twelve  ladies  and  seven  gentlemen,  who 
will  go  forth  to  carry  into  the  work  of  developing  our  public 
school  system  the  same  energy  and  enthusiasm  and  devotion  to 
the  cause  of  education  that  have  contributed  so  largely  to  the 
growth  and  success  of  the  Normal. 

Under  the  excellent  management  of  the  Matron,  Mrs.  A.  E. 
Donoho,  the  boarding  department  has  been  conducted  with  suc- 
cess and  without  friction.  The  admirable  order  and  neatness  in 
this  department  and  the  firm  but  kind  and  motherly  treatment 
of  the  students,  convey  to  them  lessons  of  the  greatest  value  in 
their  training  as  teachers.  To  add  to  the  comfort  of  the 
6tudent-boarders,  better  means  of  supplying  light  and  water  to 
the  dormitories  should  be  provided  at  once.  I  have  asked  else- 
where that  a  special  appropriation  be  made  for  this  purpose. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  beg  permission  to  state  that  the 
thanks  of  the  Louisian  State  Normal  School  and  of  all  its  bene- 
ficiaries, immediate  and  remote,  are  due  to  your  Excellency  for 
your  constant  interest  in  its  welfare,  and  your  unswerving  sup- 
port of  its  officers  in  every  effort  to  extend  its  usefulness  ;  to  the 
General  Assembly  for  providing  the  sinews  of  its  strength  ;  to  the 
Hon.  A.  D.  Lafargue,  for  assigning  it  so  high  a  station  in  the 
school  system  of  the  State  ;  and  to  Dr.  J.  L.  M.  Curry,  the  Gen- 
eral Agent  of  the  Peabody  Fund,  not  only  for  the  substantial 
aid  of  his  generous  gifts,  but  for  the  inspiration  of  his  presence 
and  of  his  words  of  wisdom  and  good  cheer. 

In  the  belief  that  the  State  Normal  School  is  honestly  and 
earnestly  striving  to  fulfil  a  mission  of  incalculable  good  to  the 
people  of  Louisiana,  the  recommendations  of  this  report  are 
presented  for  the  favorable  consideration  of  your  Excellency 
and  the  General  Assembly.     Very  respectfully,
